Property Bill Gets 
Slight Opposition

A bill au thorizing the state 
to take possession of property 
u nclaimed or abandoned f or 
more than 10 y ears bu mped 
into a 
f l ood of proposed 
amendments Thu rsday — bu t 
astonishingly little flat opposi­ 
tion. 
The measu re, LBS, 
w a s 
amended 
by 
the 
Banking, 
Commerce 
and ' Insu rance 
Committee and held for fu r­ 
ther stu dy . 
In other action, the com­ 
mittee heard and killed on a 
4-2 v ote LB19 2, prov iding the 
state and most gov ernmental 
su bdiv isions au thority to pu r­ 
chase liability insu rance cov ­ 
ering employ es who operate 
gov ernment v ehicle?. 


Killed In 1961 
The u nclaimed property bill 
was almost identical to a pro­ 
posal which attracted fierce 
opposition in the 1961 session. 
It nev er su rv iv ed the com­ 
mittee hu rdle. 
This y ear, the willingness of 
opponents to amend LBS, rath­ 
er than destroy it, obv iou sly 
pleased its introdu cer, Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scotts- 
blu ff. 
“This was a new ex peri­ 
ence,” he declared. 
“We shou ld resolv e dou bts 
raised by the langu age of the 
bill in fav or of those who of­ 
fered amendments. All t h e 
things they asked are reason­ 
able.” 
Cau tion Demanded 
Carpenter said that “t h e 
people demand that we pro­ 
ceed with a great deal of 
cau tion in establishing a new 
policy .” 
What he wou ld u rge the 
1963 Legislatu re to do, he de­ 
clared, wou ld be to 
“first 
adopt the principle and t h e 
policy ” 
of 
claiming 
aban­ 
doned property . 
Abou t 40 states hav e al­ 
ready enacted su ch legisla­ 
tion, Carpenter said. He told 
the committee he h a s “no 
idea” how mu ch rev enu e the 
bill woirid raise. 
Immediately accepted 
by 
the committee was a Carpen­ 
ter amendment to place u n­ 
claimed property taken by 
the state in the general fu nd. 
Under LBS’s original langu ­ 
age, it wou ld hav e gone into 
the permanent school fu nd.

ments proposed by the Ne­ 
braska Bankers 
Association

With 26 new proposals in­ 
trodu ced du ring the morning 
session, total bills at the con­ 
clu sion of the 18 th legislativ e 
day reached 467 —nearly 100 
abov e the pace set in 1961. 
Some 37 9 bills had been in- 
! trodu ced in the same period 
; of time two y ears ago.

Curtis Says 
Debt Hike Is 
Tax Cut Flaw 
Washington (JV-Sen. Carl T. 
Cu rtis, R-Neb., said Thu rsday 
he cou ld find no fau lt with 
President Kennedy ’s proposed 
redu ction in income tax rates. 
Bu t, Cu rtis added, “ I do 
not believ e these redu ctions 
shou ld be pu t into effect by 
increasing the national debt.” 
“The President’s program 
wou ld lessen tax es by in­ 
creasing the debt. This I op­ 
pose,” he said. “ It wou ld ap­ 
pear the President’s estimate 
of picking u p $3.4 billion by 
tax rev isions is ov er-optimis­ 
tic. Some of his proposals for 
rev isions may not be accept­ 
able to the cou ntry or to Con­ 
gress.” 
Cu rtis also contended the 
fiscal 1962 lev el of ex pendi­ 
tu res shou ld be followed and 
that if certain items mu st ex ­ 
ceed this, increase shou ld be 
absorbed in other parts of the 
bu dget. He also said there 
shou ld be moratoriu ms on 
new programs that ex pand 
the gov ernment and on pay 
increases.

The q u estion of whether the 
anti-Castro inv aders w e r e 
promised U.S. air cov er by 
the administration boiled into 
controv ersy this week when 
the President’s brother, Atty . 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy said 
that no su ch pledge had ev er 
been made. 
Goldwater 
Repu blicans, led by 
Sen. 
Barry F. Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
hav e demanded inv estigations 
to ascertain the facts 
su r­ 
rou nding the inv asion fiasco. 
Anti-Castro refu gee leaders, 
inclu ding Antonio de Varona, 
v ice president of the Cu ban 
Rev olu tionary Cou ncil a n d 
Cu bans who took part in the 
inv asion, charged that the air 
cov er was promised bu t then 
withdrawn.

Merchant

Kennedy annou nced the ap­

Althou gh U.S. and British 
efforts to create a nu clear 
striking force u nder the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
hav e ru n into stiff resistance 
from the French, 
Salinger 
said Merchant and his grou p 
will talk with French officials 
as well as officials of other 
NATO member cou ntries. 
Merchant, once u ndersecre­ 
tary of state for political af­ 
fairs, 
retired 
in 
mid-19 62, 
when he was serv ing as am­ 
bassador to Canada. 
Kennedy said the negotia­ 
tions to be led by Merchant 
are an ou tgrowth of the Nas­ 
sau agreement between t h e 
President and British Prim e 
Minister Harold Macmillan. 
Kennedy said the aim of 
the Anglo-American plan is 
to dev elop

NATO nu clear force in the 
closest consu ltation with oth- 
er NATO alUes.”

threat posed to the Western 
alliance by De Gau lle’s op­ 
position to Britain’s m em ber­ 
ship in the Common Market 
and his opposition to a mu lti­ 
lateral nu clear force. 
He said the resou rces need­ 
ed for defense against “the 
constant threat of the commu ­ 
nist adv ance” 
are concen­ 
trated ov erwhelmingly in the 
Atlantic alliance. 
“ In u nity this alliance has 
ample strength to hold back 
the ex pansion of commu nism 
u ntil su ch time as it loses its 
force and momentu m,” 
he 
said in his opening statement. 
Acting alone neither

United States nor E u r o p e 
cou ld be certain of su ccess 
and su rv iv al.” 
Dismissed 
At the same time, the Presi­ 
dent dismissed as “pecu liar” 
and u nfou nded a belief in 
some sections of Eu rope that 
the United States might not 
defend Western Eu rope if it 
does not get its way . 
There may be some West­ 
ern Eu ropeans who feel that 
way , he said, bu t Sov iet Pre­ 
m ier Nikita Khru shchev 
is 
not among them, and “I think 
he is right.” 
As for Meredith, the Presi­ 
dent said he wou ld be “ sor­ 
ry ” if the Negro stu dent de­ 
cides not to retu rn to t h e 
Univ ersity of Mississippi nex t 
semester. If Meredith shou ld 
leav e, he said, “it wou ld be a 
loss not only to Mr. Meredith 
bu t also to the Univ ersity of 
Mississippi.”

treaty , Kennedy said

“first step is to see whether 
Britain and America can work 
ou t an effectiv e treaty with 
the Sov iet Union.” 
—He said he hoped reason 
wou ld prev ail soon in the New 
York newspaper strike

that the two sides cou ld reach

—He said he hoped Con­ 
gress 
wou ld reconsider 
its 
1962 ban on “ most fav ored na­ 
tion” trade agreem ents with 
Commu nist Poland and Yu go­ 
slav ia. He said the legisla­ 
tion enacted last y ear denied 
the ex ecu tiv e an opportu nity 
to deal with changing condi­ 
tions and called this action 
“u nwise.” 
—He said he did not think 
the United States was placing 
too mu ch reliance on the su b­ 
marine-carried Polaris nu clear 
missile as a deterrent w eaj^n. 
He said this cou ntry a l s o 
maintains Minu teman and Ti­ 
tan landbased missiles and still 
has bombers and planes based 
in Eu rope. These, along with 
the Polaris, giv e the f r e • 
world “v ery adeq u ate assu r­ 
ance” of protection against 
any possible enemy attack, 
he said. 
—The President disclosed 
that he plans to recommend 
to Congress a liberalization of 
the nation’s imm igration sy s­ 
tem.

L .. Cuts Sought By JFK Would Average 18% By 1965 


' Washington 
— Presid ent 
Kenned y u nwrap p ed Thu rsd ay 
■a tax p ro gram aimed at cu t- 
ling ev ery one’s bill an av er­ 
age of 18% by 1965 bu t hed ged 
w i t h rev isions certain to 
m i n g l e 
groans with t he 
cheers. 
- The big p ackage Kenned y 
sent to a lu kewarm Congress 
wou ld red u ce tax es a net of 
1^9% at the bottom of the in­ 
co me scale and 9% at the top 
o v er a 3-y ear sp an. 
Bu t what he termed the 
mo st thorou gh ov erhau l of tax 
tates in more than 20 y ears 
was geared to su ch rev olu - 
tto nary changes in the sy stem 
as a 5% income floor on item­ 
ized d ed u ctions. 
Limit Ded u ctions 
Some 25 million tax p ay ers 
now ignore the stand ard d e­ 
d u ctions written into 
ta x 
tables and d etail ex p enses 
su ch as interest and state lev ­ 
ies which may be taken off 
their tax able income. 
Item­ 
ized d ed u ctions hav e been av ­ 
eraging 20% of tax able in­ 
come. Kenned y recommend ed 
limiting d ed u ctions to t he 
amou nt they ex ceed 5% of in­ 
come su bject to tax . 
If Congress installs the 5% 
floor, he estimated , the gov ­ 
ernment wou ld gain an ad d i­ 
tional $2.3 billion of rev enu e 
— or the majo r chu nk of the 
$8.4 billion anticip ated from 
bis entire series of p rop osed 
rev isions. 
On the p lu s sid e for lo w 
Income tax p ay ers, 
Kenned y 
recommend ed 
a 
minimu m 
stand ard d ed u ction of 
$300. 
He p referred this to an 
in­ 
crease in the p esent $600 p er­ 
sonal ex emp tion. Fo r p ersons 
65 and old er, he p rop osed re­ 
p lacing the p resent d o u b l e 
ex emp tion and retirement in­ 
come allowance with a $300 
cred it against tax es owed . He 
said “this wou ld be of far 
greater v alu e” to all old er citi­ 


zens ex cep t those in hi g h 
brackets. 
The 
Presid ent 
ad v ocated 
major changes in the cu p ent 
treatment of cap ital ga i ns , 
which he d escribed as “both 
ineq u itable and a barrier to 
economic growth.” He intro­ 
d u ced a formu la that wou ld 
shav e the max imu m rate from 
25% to 19.5 and start the scale 
at 4 .2% instead of 10. He also 
wou ld req u ire the hold ing of 
assets for at least a y ear — 
not 6 months as at p resent— 
to q u alify for the lower rate 
on long-term cap ital gains. 
The Presid ent d e c i d e d 
against p rop osing a d i r e c t 
slash in the d ep letion allow­ 
ances granted mineral o p erat­ 
ors, allowances that p ermit 
oil and gas p rod u cers to av oid 
lev ies on u p to 27 .5% of tax ­ 
able income. By a less d irect 
rou te, on which he still is 
su re to meet resistance, 
he 
sou ght to cu re what he termed 
“u ninted ed d efects” in t a x 
p riv ileges afford ed 
mineral 
ind u stries that rep resent $300 
million in rev enu e. 
These were 
a m o ng the 
featu res — and t he r e were 
many — of a 12,500-word mes­ 
sage Kenned y sent Congress 
to sp ell ou t the ingred ients 
of a tax p ro gram he p re­ 
v iou sly had ou tlined broad ly 
in terms of totals. The big 
figu res changed slightly with 
the d etails 
—to ov er-all re­ 
d u ctions of $13.6 billion y ear­ 
ly and rev isions p u lling in an 
ad d itional $3.4 billion. 
Interd ep end ent 
Kenned y d eclared emp hati­ 
cally that red u ctions and re­ 
v isions 
are 
interd ep end ent. 
He said his p rop osals were 
d esigned to cu t tax es “no 
more than” the net of $10.2 
billion when the p ro gram be­ 
came fu lly effectiv e in 1965.

Bu t he 
asserted : 
“It wou ld be a grav e mis­ 
take to req u ire that any tax 
red u ction tod ay be offset by 
a corresp ond ing cu t in ex ­ 
p end itu res.” 
Wou ld Shrink 
Jo bs and o u t p u t wou ld 
shrink as gov ernment c o n- 
tracts were cu t back, he said . 
Only two d ay s ago chair­ 
man Wilbu r Mills, D-Ark., of 
the Hou se Way s and Means 
Committee, the grou p which 
actu ally will write tax legis­ 
lation for all of Congress to 
d ebate, said tax red u ction 
w o u l d be healthy for the 
cou ntry bu t shou ld be p re­ 
ced ed by efforts to balance 
the bu d get. 
Kenned y rep eated his argu ­ 
ment that tax r e d u c t i o n 
wou ld inv igorate a slacken­ 
ing economy and in a few 
y ears broad en the tax base 
to a p oint where lower rates 
actu ally wou ld p rod u ce more 
rev enu e and achiev e a bu d ­ 
get su rp lu s. 
Then he told how his p lan 
wou ld affect ind iv id u als and 
corp orations. 
Do It Qu ickly 
Fo r this y ear, he p rop osed 
a rate sched u le ranging from 
18.5 to 84 .5%, d own from the 
p resent scale of 20 to 91%. 
Up on enactment — and he 
said it shou ld be d one q u ickly 
to create the climate for eco­ 
nomic growth — withhold ing 
rates wou ld d rop from the 
p resent lev el of 18% to 15.5. 
In comp u ting tax bills, the 
lower sched u le wou ld ap p ly 
to the entire calend ar y ear. 
Thu s for accou nting p u rp oses 
the cu ts wou ld reflect a start­ 
ing d ate of Jan. 1, w hi c h 
Kenned y had aband oned in 
fav or of Ju ly 1. Fo r p ractical 
p u rp oses, howev er, tax p ay ers 
will benefit by no more than 
the originally contemp lated 
total cu t of $2.8 billion for 
1963 and they won’t begin to 
enjoy it u ntil Congress has 
acted . 
Fo r 1964 the Presid ent rec­ 
ommend ed chop p ing the low 
bracket rate to 15.5% in a 
sched u le 
grad u affed 
u p to 
7 1.5%. The withhold ing rate 
wou ld d ip to 13.5% on Ju ly 1, 
1964. 
Final Decrease 
Fo r 1965 he p rop osed the 
final d ecrease, a scale of 14 
to 65%. Withhold ing wou ld re­ 
main at 13.5%. 
By that time a married 
cou p le with two d ep end ents 
hav ing tax able income 
of 
$5,000 and taking the stand ­ 
ard d ed u ction wou ld find its 
tax cu t from the p resent $420 
to $296. If the same cou p le 
itemized d ed u ctions, a ty p ical 
retu rn as sketched by t h e 
Treasu ry wou ld show a d rop 
from $300 at p resent to $245. 
The Treasu ry p rep ared oth­ 
er ex amp les for a married 
tax p ay er with two d ep end ents 
and ty p ical itemized d ed u c­ 
tions. With ad ju sted gross in­ 
come of $10,000 from wages 
and salaries, his bill wou ld 
d ecrease from $1,196 to $1,014 . 
With $20,000 it wou ld d r o p 
from $3,4 10 to $2,952. With 
$100,000 from inv estments as 
well as salary , it wou ld d rop 
from $37 ,560 to $32,436. 
Feel Sting 
The $100,000 income m a n 
wou ld feel the sting of one of 
Kenned y ’s p rop osed changes 
in the tax stru ctu re—rep eal 
of the $50 d iv id end ex clu sion 
and 4 % cred it against d iv i­ 
d end income abov e $50. If 
Congress shou ld balk at this, 
Kenned y said rate red u ctions 
in the mid d le and u p p er brac­ 
kets shou ld be trimmed to 
p rod u ce an ad d itional $4 60 
million. He estimated t hi s 
wou ld raise the p eak rate 
from the 65% in his p rogram 
to 7 0%. 


At the other end of t h e 
scale, Kenned y figu red the u l­ 
timate 14 % rate on the first 
$2,000 of tax able income for 
married cou p les filing joint 
retu rns and the first $1,000 
for single tax p ay ers wou ld 
bring abou t a 30% cu t. And 
he said the entire tax able in­ 
come of one-third of all tax ­ 
p ay ers falls in this bracket. 
Combining effects of red u c­ 
tions and rev isions, the Treas­ 
u ry estimated these sav ings 
by income grou p s: 
Income su bject to tax u p to 
$3,000-39%; $3,000 to $5 ,000- 
28%; $5,000 to $10,000-21%; 
$10,000 to $20,000-15 %; $20,- 
000 to $50,000—12%: $50,000 
and ov er—9%. 
It av erages ou t to 18%. 
Decrease 
Perso nal i n c o m e tax es 
wou ld d ecrease a net of $8.6 
billion, with red u ctions of $11 
billion being offset by rev i 
sions bringing in an ex tra $2.4 
b i l l i o n . Corp oration tax es 
wou ld d ecrease a net of $2.4 
billion. Cap ital gains wou ld 
increase $800 miUion for the 
ov er-all effect of a $10.2-bil 
lion rev enu e loss. And that 
wou ld be fu rther offset by 
Treasu ry wind falls of $1.5 bil 
lion u ntil 1969 by sp eed ing the 
collection of co rp o rate income 
tax es. 
As annou nced 
in his eco­ 
nomic message, Kenned y sng 
gested rev ersing the p resent 
corp o rate rates to 22% on the 
first $25,000 and 30% abov e 
$25,000 this y ear. 
S m a l l 
bu siness wou ld be the chief 
beneficiary . Of the co u ntry ’s 
585,000 corp orations, m o r e 
than 4 50,000 realize annu al net 
income of not less than $25,- 
000. 
In 1964 the su rtax on earn­ 
ings ov er $25,000 wou ld d rop 
to 28% and in 1965 d rop to the 
final 25%. At that p oint the 
combined rate on co rp o ra­ 
tions wou ld be 4 7 % instead of 
the 52% ad op ted d u ring the 
Korean War. 
Hard ship Relief 
Und er the head ing of relief 
from hard ship and encou rage­ 
ment of growth. K e n n e d y 
mad e these p rop osals in ad d i­ 
tion to a minimu m stand ard 
d ed u ction and tax cred it for 
old er p eop le: 
—Increasing the $600 d e­ 
d u ction for ex p enses of work­ 
ing mothers, wid owers and 
others who hav e to arrange 
for care of their child ren to 
$900 when two child ren are 
inv olv ed and $1,000 for 3 or 
more. Raising from $4 ,500 to 
$7 ,000 the income which fam­ 
ilies with working wiv es can 
receiv e and stay eligible for 
the d ed u ction. Elev ating the 
age limit of child ren w ho 
q u alify from 11 to 12. The 
rev enu e loss wou ld be $20 mil- 
Uon. 
—Au thors, artists, athletes, 
acto rs and o thers whose in­ 
come j u m p s sp orad ically 
wou ld av erage it ov er a p er­ 
iod of y ears. 
—The ex tra 10% d ed u ction 
now allowed for charitable 
contribu tions to chu rches, ed ­ 
u cational institu tions 
a n d 
med ical facilities wou ld 
be 
ex tend ed to su ch p u blicly su p ­ 
p orted organizations as sy m­ 
p hony o rchestras and cu ltu r­ 
al centers. 
Mov ing Costs 
—New as well as ex isting 
emp loy es cou ld ex clu d e mon­ 
ey receiv ed for costs of mov ­ 
ing to a new job location. 
—Ex p enses for machinery 
and eq u ip ment u sed in 
re­ 
search and d ev elop ment cou ld 
be d ed u cted . 
Kenned y p laced his reco m­ 
mend ed floor on itemized d e­ 
d u ction sin the category of 
broad ening the tax base and 
correcting ineq u ities. He also 
p rop osed : 
—Combining similar floors 
now limiting med ical d ed u c­ 
tions. The 3% fo r med ical ex ­ 
p enses and 1% for d ru gs 
wou ld be lu mp ted together. 
Persons ov er 65 alread y ex ­ 
emp t from the 3% floor on 
med ical ex p enses wou ld also 
be ex emp t from the p resent 
1% on d ru gs. And the max i­ 
mu m on med ical d ed u ctions 
wou ld be remov ed .

By a strange flu ke, Thu rs­ 
d ay was the warmest d ay so 
far this y ear in Moscow — 14 
abov e (F) — and sometimes 
su nny Italy was in the grip 
of its d eep est freeze s i n c e

Pro be Into 
Inv asio n 


That commu nist Cu ba is a thorn in the 
side of most citizens of this nation is a 
fact that hardly needs to be stated. Ou r 
displeasu re ov er the situ ation was again ap­ 
parent in congressional discu ssion of what 
is reported to be a new bu ildu p of arms in 
the island off the shores of Florida. And 
this is only one of the matters of interest 
to people in regard to the Castro strong­ 
hold. 
The Repu blican party has decided to 
engage in a thorou gh inv estigation of the 
1961 Bay of Pigs inv a­ 
sion of Cu ba. While the 
GOP grants conception 
of the inv asion plan 
u nder the administra­ 
tion of former President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, it is su spiciou s that ex ecu tion of the 
plan was badly handled by the administra­ 
tion of President John F. Kennedy . What 
might be gained with su ch an inv estigation 
is qu estionable bu t insight into the cu rrent 
military bu ilding in Cu ba is a matter of 
immediate importance. Congress may well 
feel that the administration is not abou t 
to take the legislativ e branch into confi­ 
dence ov er the trou bled Caribbean waters. 
While Co ng ress is beco ming mo re and 
mo re ex ercised, the administratio n co ntin­ 
ues to issue calm, co o l and co Uected re­ 
po rts. The feeling in Co ng ress seems to be 
that the situatio n is tense, at the best, while 
the administratio n states there is no thing 
to be alarmed abo ut. 
The last Cu ban crisis wou ld tend to lend 
su pport to either side according to whom 
one chooses to believ e. Sorrte members of 
Congress still maintain that the nu clear 
bu ildu p which led to the su ccessfu l block­ 
ade of Cu ba was known well in adv ance of 
the time any action was taken by this na­ 
tion. The administration, howev er, has care­ 
fu lly docu mented a story of nu clear bu ildu p 
only in the week preceding the final block­ 
ade decision. 
★ 
Discu ssion today is not ov er a strict 
nu clear bu ildu p. It has to do with modern 
arms of conv entional warfare. Some of 
these, of cou rse, su ch as adv anced aircraft 
and water v essels, are capable of deliv er­ 
ing nu clear missiles if su ch missiles and 
their warheads were av ailable to the Cu ­ 
bans. A conv entional arsenal in Cu ba wou ld 
obv iou sly not be as great a threat to this 
nation as a nu clear bu ildu p. It is the pres­ 
ent position of the administration that the 
rate of military activ ity in Cu ba today and 
its natu re can be classed as defensiv e. There 
are considerations which wou ld seem to su p­ 
port the administration in the absence of 
reliable intelligence reports to the contrary . 
Past ex perience with Cuba wo uid lead 


o ne to believ e that the administratio n is 
no t abo ut to be burned ag ain. The issue 
l>eing what it is in this natio n, the adminis­ 
tratio n co uld be ex pected to hav e Cuban 
activ ities under a v irtual micro sco pe. Any 
o ther co nditio n wo uld be a mark o f co m­ 
plete Irrespo nsibility which the kno wn facts 
do no t justify . The nex t questio n, then, is 
whether the administratio n is telling all it 
kno ws abo ut Cuba. This is a hig hly uncer­ 
tain thing since the administratio n has been 
free with the manipulatio n o f news when it 
has seen fit to be so . With such news manip­ 
ulatio n, we co uld be lulled to sleep o ne 
minute and shaken o ut o f o ur bo o ts the 
nex t by ev ents in almo st any part o f the 
wo rld. 


This is a no-confidence role that the ad­ 
ministration has fashioned for itself and 
with which it will be forced to liv e u ntil it 
demonstrates an attitu de to the contrary . 
If news is to be u sed as a tool of foreign 
policy , as administration spokesmen hav e 
said it is, then the tool is u sed on U.S. citi­ 
zen as well as the rest of the world. 
We canno t fo o l the Russians into o ne 
thing while telling o ur o wn peo ple ano ther 
thing . If we think it is v ital to play cat and 
mo use with the Kremlin, we hav e no cho ice 
but to play the same g ame amo ng o ur­ 
selv es. And such a g ame is naturally g o ing 
to keep Co ng ress o n the edg e o f its chair 
as it nev er kno ws when the administratio n 
is speaking the truth o r speaking fo r the 
benefit o f impressing Russia with so me­ 
thing . 
The game is not one that has had to 
be so mu ch a part of ou r national life in 
the past and we dou bt 
that it is as important 
t o d a y as President 
Kennedy obv iou sly be­ 
liev es it to be. It is 
this manipu lation of the news and the u n­ 
certainty it creates in the minds of people 
that are as mu ch responsible as any thing 
for the cu rrent congressional u proar ov er 
military activ ities in Cu ba. Bey ond that 
point, Congress is logically concerned ev en 
ov er a defensiv e bu ildu p of arms. The rid­ 
dle in su ch a bu ildu p is the points of the 
whole thing. 
Certainly Ru ssia is not so naiv e as to 
believ e that Cu ba cou ld actu ally be de­ 
fended against a United States inv asion if 
we decided to take su ch action. It wou ld 
seem that su ch a bu ildu p has some objec­ 
tiv e other than the defense of the island and 
it wou ld be on the side of wisdom to deter­ 
mine what this objectiv e is. Otherwise, we 
may be greatly su rprised some day in the 
near fu tu re when ev ents take place for 
which we are totally u nprepared. 


Handling Of 
News 


Less Bargaining Position 


The clou d of mandatory acreage con­ 
trols seemingly has passed ov er the “west 
8 0“ and the su nshine of v olu ntary federal 
farms programs has retu rned. 
This was the essence of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s recent treatment of the su bject, con­ 
firmed by the annou ncement that Agri­ 
cu ltu re Secretary Freeman will ask for a 
continu ation, with some modifications, of 
the present feed grain program, at least 
throu gh 1964. 
It was a pru dent choice on the part of 
the administration, first becau se feed grain 
growers liked most of what they saw in the 
v olu ntary program and becau se it has made 
life more comfortable for the crop growers 
while redu cing the federal su rplu s from 109 
million tons to 98 million tons in two y ears. 
A mandatory program might hav e speeded 


the redu ction, bu t it wou ld hav e introdu ced 
ev ils that cou ld hav e more than offset its 
gams. 
In the President’s fu rther statement 
that while federal price su pports mu st con­ 
tinu e they mu st not pile more su rplu ses on 
top of the $7.5 billion the nation now owns, 
there is a formidable note, hinting that how­ 
ev er mu ch the produ cer wishes to bargain, < 
the pu blic ou tlay will hav e to go down. The 
strength that lies in that statement stems 
less from the presidential opinion than from 
a cooling attitu de of a congress that deriv es 
instru ctions less and less from the ru ral 
areas than from the non-farm element. 
The implication is that the farm prob­ 
lem is not as negotiable as it once was, 
and that the produ cer, himself, mu st take a 
greater initiativ e in bringing his su pply in 
line with demand. 


Government By Plebiscite 


If all su ch proposals were passed, the 
cu rrent Legislatu re cou ld well load the nex t 
statewide ballot with issu es to be decided 
by the people. Two of the latest ideas call 
for a v ote on Su nday closing laws and an­ 
other on raising of the tax lev y . If adopted 
by the I^egislatu re and approv ed by the 
people, Su nday closing laws wou ld be u n­ 
constitu tional for the state. 
If adopted by the Legislatu re and ap­ 
prov ed by the people, the raising of tax es 
u nder a broadened tax base wou ld re(ju ire 
a v ote of the people each time. This pro­ 
posal asks the v oters to adopt a law say ­ 
ing that if we had a sales or income tax , 
neither cou ld be raised withou t a v ote of 
the people. 
It seems from time to time that we 
• 
hav e a mania for su bmitting things to a 
v ote of the people. We frequ ently appear to 


hav e lost sight of the fact that the people 
elect representativ es to act for them, not to 
bring back to them for decision ev ery issu e 
that has any element of controv ersy in it. 
We cou ld think of no more absu rd pro­ 
posal than a v ote of the people on ev ery 
increase in tax es. This wou ld fit nicely with 
the ridicu lou s lid we hav e on state debt 
and ju st abou t fix for all time any chance 
of the state’s taking care of the many prob­ 
lems it faces. 
Ou tstate is already sev erely handi­ 
capped by ou r frequ ent u se of the constitu ­ 
tion as a legislativ e tool and by ou r inclina­ 
tion to take a v ote of the people when 
we shou ld be enacting laws. It is hoped 
that no one giv es ev en seriou s considera­ 
tion to the proposal that we obtain a state­ 
wide v ote prior to any hike in tax es. It 
wou ld be difficu lt to dream u p any greater 
monstrosity than that. 


Mexico Plays Ball 


News is and rnu .st be a selectiv e mat­ 
ter. Bu t certainly a pending great forward 
step by Mex ico deserv ed mu ch more at­ 
tention than it receiv ed. 
The news is that the World Bank has 
started discu ssions on Mex ico’s Alliance for 
Progress program. It is no small item. 
Mex ico is env isioning a project which 
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will take three y ears to u nfold and will re­ 
qu ire an inv estment of $6.4 billion. It is by 
far the most ambitiou s Latin-American plan 
lo be pu t forward u nder the principles of 
the Alliance. Since the World Bank has gone 
to work on it, it can be assu med that the 
U.S. has endorsed it and is ready to div ert 
a portion of its foreign aid fu nds toward 
Mex ico. 


In brief tlie Mex ican plan wou ld spend 
in the neighborhood of $4 billion to ex pand 
indu stry , commu nications, transportation 
and agricu ltu re. It will lay great stress on 
irrigation — 17.5 per cent — for reserv oirs 
and canals calcu lated to conv ert a su b­ 
stantial amou nt of semi-arid and arid land 
into new and adv anced sou rces for food. 
Some 25 per cent of the $6 .4 billion is ear­ 
marked for social serv ice projects. 
Mex ico’s su bstantial response to the 
Kennedy administration inv itation to par­ 
ticipate in the Alliance for Progress is in­ 
deed heartening. In the first place, Mex ico 
is ou r immediate neighbor. Second, it is al­ 
ready su ccessfu lly committed to the mod­ 
ernization of its economy and social stru c­ 
tu re. Third, it has achiev ed national stabili­ 
ty . And fou rth, it is a leading member of 
the Latin American nations. Another fact is 
worth noting. Mex ico has the resou rces re­ 
qu ired for the dev elopment of a strong 
modern state. Its progress will hav e an in­ 
fectiou s influ ence on the rest of Latin Amer­ 
ica. The loan negotiations are u shering in a 
brighter day for the entire hemisphere.

pect that he is being set up 
to run fo r President in 19 6 8 
to succeed his bro ther, and. 
in that they are no t alo ne.

With regard to the recent 
stories concerning two par­ 
ents’ complaint to the Lin­ 
coln School Board stating 
that the school’s Christmas 
practices constitu te “an in­ 
fringement . . . to instru ct 
ou r children in the religion 
of ou r choice,” may I re­ 
mind these parents 
t h a t

whether they recognize or 
accept its meaning. Regard­ 
less of their faith, religion, 
belief in dogmas or creeds, 
their 
children 
cannot 
be 
reared or edu cated t o d a y 
withou t being ex posed to 
Christmas. 
It may be tru e that for­ 
mal instru ction in religion 
cannot be giv en by the pu b­ 
lic agencies of edu cation be­ 
cau se su ch instru ction wou id 
be sectarian. H o w e v e r , 
whether in the agencies of

are seen as inseparable pro­ 
cesses of life dev elopment.

The com­ 
pulsive tendencies that may 
drive people to success m

Dr. Ba bara speculates that 
most of the words on the list 
are easiest to misspell simply 
because they are hardest to 
spell. 
Words like

difficult because of the dou­ 
bled letters. Most of us have 


a hard time remembering 
which letters to double wheth­ 
er we have any emotional 
problems or not.

“ Very often,” he says, “ a 
person spells poorly because 
he was taught poorly.” Many 
experiments, he says, have 
shown that “ very authoritar­ 
ian” teachers produce fright­ 
ened students who sp^'l poor­ 
ly. So, on the other hand, do 


very permissive teachers. In 
b e t w e e n 
a r e 
healthy, 
straight-forward 
tea chers 
who instill a healthy, straight­ 
forward—i.e. non-emotional— 
attitude toward spelling. 
It’s not always easy. Spell­ 
ing and writing. Dr. Barbara 
explains, are high prestige 
skills in our culture. Some 
students are encouraged by 
their parents “ to go at them 
too hard.” '” hen they faü, 
the experie: 
ì is so painful 
that they “ back off from 
spelling,” fearing subsequent 
failures. Years of “ backing 
off” 
produces adults who 
can’t spell.

World-famed sculp tor L e e 
Lawrie known to Nebraskans 
through his creation “T h e 
Sower’’ atop the State Cap i­ 
tol, succumbed to a lingering 
illness this week in Easton, 
Md. 
Serv ices for the 85-y ear-old 
designer, who died Wednes­ 
day , are p ending. He is su r­ 
v iv ed by his widow, Mildred, 
and a son, Lee Jr. 
Much of Mr. Lawrie’s fame 
rests on the work he did at 
the Nebraska Statehouse. His 
“Sower,” a sy mbol of hop e 
and tilling of the soil, was 
.modeled ^ ter his studies of 
Czech farmers near Crete. 
East Senate Doors 
He also designed the com­ 
p lete interior and ex terior 
scheme for the Cap itol, as 
well as the Indian Doors to 
the East Senate Chamber. 
Other Statehouse works in­ 
clude Wisdom an d Ju stice, 
Power and Mercy , the buffa­ 
lo, p ioneer p anel, May flower 
Comp act, Magna Carta, Las 
Casas Pleading the Cause of 
the Indians, Lincoln’s Eman­ 
cip ation Proclamation, Pen- 
taou r, Roman Tribune, State 
Seal and detail work of dec­ 
orativ e elements. 


He also serv ed as sculp ture 
consultant 
for 
the 
Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln Memorial. 
One of the most famou s 
works he had a hand in is 
carried in the p ockets of v ir­ 
tually ev ery American. He 
help ed with the bas-relief of 
former President Franklin D. 
Roosev elt on the American 
dime.

Also included in his work 
are the designs for the main 
entrances 
for New York’s 
RCA Building, and the Louisi­ 
ana State Cap itol. He created 
the agricu ltu ral sy mbol, the 
“Cane Cu tter” for Louisiana, 
Born in Rix dorf, Germany , 
he came to the United States 
as an infant.

only way the state can ac­ 
quire th e s e p rop erties is 
through eminent domain. 
“I am aware of the p ublic 
concern ex p ressed ov er p ast 
attemp ts to giv e the Game 
Commission blanket au thori­ 
ty with eminent domain,” 
McGinley said, “and that’s 
why I sought to draft a bill 
with ex treme care. 
“Under this bill, the Game 
Commission will be able to 
use eminent domain where 
absolutely necessary , bu t un­ 
der v ery restricted su p ^v i- 
sion,” the Ogallala senator 
concluded.

than ever the checks and 
balances of the constitutional 
system. The country needs in 
the House and the Senate, in 
state legislatures and in mu­ 
nicipal councils a preponder­ 
ance of men and women who 
came up the hard way in the 
competitive struggle. 
Importance of Incentives 
The self supporting and the 
self made men and women 
know with more than 
lip 
service the basic importance 
of incentives. They recognize 
that 
little 
business 
acorns 
cannot grow into great oaks 
through retention of profits 
unless profit margins are ad­ 
equate. 
They know too that under 
the 
confiscatory 
tax 
rates 
which have prevailed in re­ 
cent 
years 
individual 
and 
business success and survival 
would have been impossible 
save for the complicated al­ 
lowances 
a n d 
deductions 
which the Congress organ­ 
ized. 
The 
so-called 
“ loop­ 
holes” were deemed neces­ 
sary in order to carry on 
with the onerous tax rates. 
As individual and corporate 
rates are moderated, then the 
need for escape clauses may 
indeed be mitigated. 
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On the other hand, tax avoid­ 
ance is the arrangement of 
personal and business affairs 
to comply with the tax stat­ 
utes and to minimize tax lia­ 
bility. 
When asked to comment at 
a business meeting on tax 
trends, I expressed the view 
that, in dividing his fortune 
into 
various 
s e g m e n t s 
through trust funds in order 
to reduce overall tax bur­ 
dens, Joseph P. Kennedy was 
acting in accordance with the 
spirit and the letter of the 
law. I added, however, that 
when others do the same, 
their behavior should not be 
stigmatized as the u s e of 
“ loopholes.” 
When taxpayers make de­ 
ductions authorized by Con­ 
gress and by the regulations 
of the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice, t h e y are not to be 
frowned upon. If the rules 
seem unsatisfactory, then the 
orderly procedure is to in­ 
duce Congress to amend the 
law. 
Some phases of our con­ 
temporary 
tax 
civilization 
have been built into the na­ 
tional economy. For example, 
the prices at which suburban 
residences sell in the open 
niarket today reflect tax poli­ 
cies and non-tax considera­ 
tions. Thus, for example, cur­ 
rent 
suburban 
home 
val­ 
ues depend on (a) the ability 
of the home owner to deduct 
from his personal net taxable 
income (for federal purposes) 
interest on the mortgage and 
local real estate taxes and 
(b) the continued ability of 
railroads to provide commut­ 
er service. On the tax mat­ 
ter, there was indeed con­ 
scious intention of Congress to 
provide a hidden incentive to 
be a home owner, instead of 
a renter. Whether Congress 
should have intervened w i t h 
free choice is another mat­ 
ter, but through the years 
having built this policy into 
the economy. Congress should 
not frivolously make an about 
face. 
In other words, men on the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee and later the Senate 
Finance Committee should not 
be rushed off their feet by 
hysteria, but should give all 
the segments in the country 
an opportunity at public hear­ 
ings to interpret the impact 
of technical changes in tax 
regulations, including deple­ 
tion of natural resource as­ 
sets, on the competitive strug­ 
gle. It is not enough for bene­ 
ficiaries of inherited wealth 
to theorize about such ques­ 
tions — far removed by the

Court Rules Sources

London (UPI) — The Hig h 
Court of Britain held Thurs­ 
day that newsmen must di­ 
vulg e confidential sources 
of 
information w'hen such dis­ 
closure is a “ m atter of ur­ 
g ent importance.” 
The historic ruling w a s 


handed down in the case of a 
London newsman found in 
contempt of court for his re­ 
fusal to name sources for a 
story about Soviet spy ing. The 
newsman said he would take 
his fight to the House of 
Lords, Britain’s highest court 
of appeal. 
The lord chief justice of the 
Hig h Court, Lord Parker, left 
the door open for newsmen 
involved “ in special circum- 
s t a nc e s of any particular 
case.”
